PECULIAR FACTS. 
Two peculiar facts were that the crime 
should have been so long undiscovered and 
that a youth like the prisoner should have 
been capable of carrying out this crime.

hidden. The body was not mutilated in any 
wanton, diabolical manner; but it was done 
deliberately for the purpose of “ making the 
body handy ” to be trussed into the sack and 
to be more easily disposed of. 
Mr. Carrigan then mentioned the classical 
case of Eugene Aram, schoolmaster, who 
lived in the town of Knaresborough, York- 
shire, In 1745, and who had as an intimate 
frend @ man named David Clarke. Clarke 
ar site eared, and no trace of him 
was found. was suggested tha 
embarrassment caused his ielipptestnes. pee 
that passed as sufficient explanation.

THE CINEMA. 

The youth of the prisoner, Mr. Carrigan 
continued, was not proof that such a crime 
could not have been committed by him. 
Nowadays people had not to. read or study 
crime. The details of all sorts of crimes 
were presented at cinéma theatres. That 
had to be taken into account by a jury of 
the present day. This youth was nineteen 
vears of age at the time of the murder; but 
in that Court during the present year a girl 
of fifteen years of age was convicted of the 
double murder of her employer’s children. 

“I make these observations,”’ said Mr. 
Carrigan, “‘to prepare you for what will be 
the undeniable facts in this case.” 

Proceeding, counsel said that the theory of 
the prosecutidh was that the prisoner was 
not on good terms with Mary Callan. whom 
he regarded as a harder taskmaster than his 
employer. An extraordinary feature in the 
case was the innocence of Father McKeone, 
and he (Mr. Carrigan) suggested that it was 
through the innocence Father McKeone 
that the crime did not come to light sooner. 
The prisoner knew the character of his 
employer, whom he deceived as to the dis- 
appearance of Mary Callan. i 

Mr. Carrigan, continuing, said that on 
May 16 Father MeReone came to Dublin. 
The prisoner drove him in the motor car to 
Dundalk station and met him in the evening. 
Mary Callan was washing clothes that morn- 
ing when the priest was leaving. She was 
neyer seen alive afterwards by anybody 
except Toal. The prosecution alleged that 
during that afternoon the prisoner murdered 
Mary Callan, put her body in the sack, and 
threw it into the quarry. When the sack 
was discovered it was tied with what would 
to proved to be the sleeve of Toal’s shirt. 


THE DISMEMBERED BODY. 

Mr. Carrigan then ey outlined to the 
jury the nature of the evidence which would 
be offered. He said that the prisoner 
explained to a companion how he could choke 
a person without leaving any mark. Counsel 
asked the jury to infer that the prisoner 
choked Mary Callan at the wash-tub; that 
he took the body in a barrow to the end of 
the garden and covered it with straw or 
crass until it became stiff and stark, so that 
it could) be dismembered without loss of 
blood. The body was put into the sack head 
downwards. The thighs were severed from 
the body and the knees were severed from 
the thighs. As a youth the prisoner had 
experience of the butchers’ trade, so that he 
was used to the carving of joints of animals. 
Having put the dismembered body into the 
sack, á took it in a barrow by an unfre- 
quented route to the quarry, and having 
loaded it with stones, threw it from the cliff 
into the quarry, in which there was a depth 
of dver twenty feet of water. 

“There is no alternative to a verdict of 
guilty against the prisorier of the murder of 
this innocent young woman,” Mr. Carrigan 
concluded, after a speech which lasted for 
two and a half hours. 


PRIEST'S EVIDENCE. i 

The Rev. James McKeone, P.P., examined 
by Mr. White, K.C., said that Mary Callan 
was in his employment from August, 1925, to 
May 16th, 1927. Toal was employed by him 
as general man, and looked after his motor 
car. On Monday, May 16, Maty Callan pre- 
pared his breakfast. She wore a check over- 
all and her working boots, and when witness 
was leaving for Dublin she was washing 
clothes. Toal drove him to the station at 
Dundalk, and witness told him to meet him 
at 7.20 p.m., when he returnéd from Dublin. 
Toal was there with the car. When the 
reached home the kitchen door was locked, 
and witness said that Mary Callan had not 
returned yet. The prisoner said nothing. 
Witness then entered by the hall-door, and 
after some time he got impatient as Mary 
was not there. He went to the kitchen and 
the fire was out. The tea things were on the 
diningroom table. He searched the house, 
but could not find Mary Callan. There 
were only a few articles of ios | in her 
room and her bicycle was missing from the 
scullery. About 10.30 Toal came for the keys 
to lock-up the out-offices, and witness said 
that Mary Callan had not returned, that 
perhaps her mother was ill, and. Toal made 
no reply. The next day he again spoke to 
Toal about Mary Callan. Toal said that 
when he returned from the railway station 
Mary Callan told him to be in earl for 
dinner. She called him in at one o'clock and 
his dinner was on the table. She was dressed 
in her best clothes, Toal said, except that 
she did not wear her hat or coat. She went 
upstairs and he saw her no more. He sai 
that she was going to parcel her clothes. 


THE GARDEN. _ 
Toal remarked that he was working in the 
inner garden, and did not see her leaye. On 
several occasions witness asked what he was 
doing in the garden, but got no satisfactory 
explanation. On the followin day witness 
sent him to Mary Callan’s mother’s house to 
see if she was there.

Sargent’s Portrait. 


To many of this generation Ellen Terry’s 
death will recall only a great tradition of 
a childhood’s memory of having seen her 
once or twice. Her picture, by Sargent# 
in the Tate Gallery, which shows her as 
Lady Macbeth holding the crown over her 
head in triumph, the sleeves of her gown 
reaching to the ground on each side, shows 
her at the pinnacle of her fame as those 
of her own day remember her best. 

Sargent’s original idea for his picture of 
her was different, and the sketch he made 
for it he presented to Ellen Terry, and 
for many years it hung in the bedroom 
of her flat in St. Martin’s lane. This 
earlier inspiration of his showed her in 
the same gown, green and blue, studded 
with rea] beetle wings, but wearing over 
it a heather velvet cloak embroidered with 
fiery griffins, when she comes out of the 
castle to greet the old King. 

In this sketch she is descending between 
lines of bowing Court ladies, and the 
artist finally decided that the other figures 
in the picture took from the effect, so he 
abandoned the idea in favour of the single 
figure. 


A Remarkable School’s X 1. 


The cricket team of Belvedere College 
has had a very remarkable season. Twenty- 
one matches were played, of which eighteen 
were won, two drawn, one tied and none 
lost.

Grimwood and Son. 


A correspondent writes:—There is 
nothing mysterious about that signboard 
which reads Grimwood and Son, which 
has recently been unearthed during the 
reconstruction of Barnes’ Medical Hall at 
Harcourt road. There are many old 
people who remember the famous Grim- 
wood nurseries at Portobello, and the 
florists’ shop. Mr. John Grimwood was 
the last owner of these fine nurseries. 
Unfortunately, a correspondent tells me, 
the family came through much hardship, 
owing to litigation amongst its members. 
The four daughters of Mr. Grimwood 
took a place in Rathfarnham, when the 
nurseries were abandoned. The little 
farm, Washington Hall, was known to 
old Dubliners, who for half a generation 
sympathised with the brave struggle the 
four old ladies made for their independ- 
ence. Miss Sara, Miss Jane, and Miss 
Jessie were well-known in the neighbour- 
hood of Butterfield Lane, and there are 
still some old ladies in Dublin who visited 
the Misses Grimwood~ in their little 
home. The last Miss Grimwood died 
about five years ago. She was an octo- 
genarian. With her passigg I believe the 
name of this old Dublin family passed 
also from the register. 


Seats at Bus Stations. 


With the many advantages which the 
"bus service is bringing to the citizens of 
Dublin at thegpresent time, it might be sug- 
gested to the Commissioners that seats are 
badly needed at the waiting posts for the 
‘buses going a long distance. Yesterday 
I watched a group of working women, all 
carrying babies, waiting for half-an-hour 
for the ’bus to a seaside resort. They had 
come early, they told me, because there was 
such a rush. They complained sorely that 
they had to stand. The small children 
were seated on boxes and cases, but the 
women carrying the children were standing 
patiently. It is possible that these ‘bus 
stations will in the future have their 
covered stands, as is the custom in other 
countries, but meantime a few benches 
would not be amiss for the summer season. 


A Sculptor’s Honour. 


Mr. W. Reid Dick, the well-known 
sculptor, who has been awarded the silver 
medal of the Royal Society of British 
Sculptors for his series of bas-reliefs of 
children on the Selfridge building in Lon- 
don, has been an exhibitor at the Roya 
Academy since 1908, and his works have 
also been shown at the Paris Salon and 
the exhibitions of the International 
Society. 

Mr. Dick was born at Glasgow in 1879, 
and received his early art training at the 
local School of Arts. He was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy in 1921, 
and is a prominent member of the Society 
of British Sculptors. 

He is the designer of the Kitchener 
Memorial Chapel at St. Paul’s Cathedral 
and of the large bronze eagle on the 
R.A.F. Memorial on the Embankment, 
and was also responsible for the lion on 
the Menin Gate at Ypres. H:s ‘‘ Femina 
Victrix’’ was purchased by the New South 
Wales Art Gallery in 1919. 


The Eaglet's Footsteps. 


During the season, when people from all 
parts of the world visit Vienna, there are 
many who go to the Kaiserkraft, where the 
Franciscan Fathers still care the tombs of 
the Hupsburgs. There, away from French 
soil, the Eaglet is buried, beside his unhappy 
mother, Marie Louise, and surrounded in 
death by the scions of his mother’s family. 
In this crypt the tomb of the young King 
of Rome is placed; for the footsteps 
of the Eaglét were led back to that land, 
from whence Marie Louise had come to 
share the fate of the Conqueror. And so 
not even the remains of the young son of 
Napoleon, for whom he had dreamed such 
a great. future, are now on French soil, 
as the symbol even of his broken dream.

WHAT TO DO WITH 
THE DOG. 


- 


(By D. M. LARGE.) 


1 many dogs the present season is a 
time of grave doubts and haunting 
fears; for let no man think that the pre- 
parations for a holiday go unobserved by 
the dog of tne house. Of course, there are 
other dogs that feel only a resigned sort 
of misery when they see these annual signs 
they so dislike; for they know by experi- 
ence that they do not enter into the holi- 
day plans at all; and there are the happy 
ones who really might feel quite easy in 
their minds when the dusty suit cases are 
dragged out, yet who cannot shake off the 
lurking fear up to the very last minute. 

People who love their dog, and who 
cannot take him with them, must feel that 
he is rather a problem when the holiday is 
planned. They may be going abroad, or 
may intend to stay in some house where 
a dog would not be welcomed ; and, early 
in ‘the annual discussion, the question 
arises, “ What shall we do with Tim, or 
Rory or Peter ?’’ as the case may be. 

Unless the dog is one of those who will 
fret badly when separated from his adored 
humans—and, if he is, the chances are 
that those humans will not leave him 
behind—this problem need not now be so 
acute as it used to be. There are places 
where a dog is boarded comfortably and 
looked after well, for a reasonable sum 
per week; and the holiday-maker can 
leave him there with an easy mind, and 
probably will find him in better health at 
the end of his stay. 

Every summer an increasing number of 
dogs go with their owners to the seaside 


“or the country, by car or by train; and in 


very many houses the plans include the 
well-loved’ family dog, as a matter of 
course. In these cases, when the suspense 
caused by the ominous suitcases has 
changed to the ecstatic realisation that he 
is going too, no member of the party dis- 
plays the true care-free holiday spirit 
more entirely satisfactorily than does the 


four-footed pal. 


THE DOG IN THE CAR. 


Taking one’s dog away does not always 
mean an immediate solution of all diffi- 
culties concerning him, and there are 
things that should be remembered if the 
holiday is to be a real success. If the 
party travels by car—a mode of locomo 
tion that most dogs love—fairly frequent 
halts should be made for the sake of the 
dumb member of the party, preferably in 
some quiet place, near to a stream or pool, 
where a coo! drink is at his disposal, and 
where a refreshing scamper is always wel- 
comed, The dog that persists in keeping 
his head poked out into the swirling dust, 
will need attention for his smarting eyes 
at the end of the day; but bathing with a 
weak boric solution will only take up a 
moment or so of the weary traveller’s 
time, and is all that will be required. 

It is only fair to the dog himself, as 
well as to the owner of the hotel] or board- 
ing house, that arrangements should be 
made beforehand for hospitality for him. 
Nowadays there are not many maitres 
d’hotel or landladies who object to a well- 
trained house-dog as guest; but there are 
some, and even those who like dogs, who 
prefer to be asked beforehand if he may 
come. 

An unfamiliar makeshift bed is hated by 
the dog who is accustomed to his own. 
The dilapidated cushion or shallow basket 
will not take up too much room in the 
general packing, and will make all the 
difference to evervone concerned during 
the first night or two spent away from 
home. 


THE CANINE GUEST. 


Those who travel by train would be wef! 
advised to buy the necessary dog ticket 
with their own, although the cost may 
seem somewhat alarming if the journey be 
a long one. This ticket does not really 
entitle the dog to a place in the compart 
ment with his owners; but there are few 
railway officials who will object to this, 
provided that the other occupants are 
agreeable to the arrangement; and the 
wise dog-owner will ask the permission of 
his fellow-travellers before introducing 
his canine pal into their midst. A 
nervous dog suffers agonies in the isolated 
dog box. Even in the company of his 
humans, a dog usually will show great 
uneasiness on a train journey, and will 
need fresh water, and an occasional] run, 
even at the end of a lead, on some station 
platform. 

At the seaside, or near a river or lough, 
the dog who likes water, but has not got 
access to it at home, will never be dry 
from morning until night, and will go to 
bed wet unless his owners interfere 
Rheumatism is a relentless foe to dogs, as 
it is to human beings, and the four- 
footed holiday-maker may lay up serious 
trouble for himself by too frequent 
wettings during the rapturous weeks of 
vacation. 

Finally, the traveller who takes a 
beloved dog to any hotel or boarding 
house, will do well to remember that there 
are people in the world who dislike dogs 
intensely, and who will seize upon the 
smallest excuse to lodge a complaint 
against him with the powers that be; 
though, happily for dogs and owners alike, 
they seem to grow fewer and fewer.

SIORY OF THE PNEUMATIC 
ITYRES BIRTH. 
T was exactly forty years ago yesterday 
since John Boyd Dunlop applied for 
the patent for the first pneumatic tyre. 
He had just retired from his veterinary 
practice in Belfast, the largest one in 
Ireland, where twelve horse-shoers worked 
for him. 

While a boy at school in the village of 
Dreghorn, Ayrshire, his native place, 
Dunlop had observed that a large wooden 
roller was easier to pull than a smaller 
one, because, as it had a larger area of 
surface bearing on the ground, the pres- 
sure on each unit of area was ‘less. 

For years he thought on the idea of 
wheels with flexible rims that would 
flatten out and so increase the area of 
contact with the road. It was a complaint 
from his small son, Johnny, then nine 
vears of age, which actually materialised 
in the first rubber tyres to be filled with 
air. Johnny had grumbled about the 
difficulty of riding on thin, solid tyres 
over the uneven stone setts of Belfast's 
streets. 

His father thereupon made two air 
tubes from sheet rubber one thirty-second 
of an inch thick; fixed them to a wooden 
dise with a thin strip of linen, and blew 
them up with a football pump. The tyres 
were then fitted to a tricycle made by 
Dunlop from American elm to his own 
design, with specially shaped rims. The 
whole was completed one night at ten 
6'clock, and so eager were both father and 
son to test the new device that the boy 
went out for a run in the moon-light, and 
returned triumphant at midnight. 

When a racing cyclist, who was shown 
the novelty, expressed his doubts about it. 
the inventor challenged him to a race on 
his thin, solid tyres against the nine-year- 
old boy on the home-made tricycle 
equipped with pneumatics. It was the 
first of the unending tale of races to be 
won on Dunlops. Although John Boyd 
Dunlop revolutionised cycling and made 
motor cars possible, he himself could not 
at that time ride a bicycle; indeed, there

Srr,—Motorists who are familiar with the 
prospects and conditions of Free State roads 
must feel grateful to you for your editorial 
comment to-day upon the report of the Chief 
Roads Engineer. heir thanks are also due 
to Mr. Quigley and his department for the 
interestin | extremely’ valuable informa- 
tion which is reported in your news columns. 
It enables us not only to appreciate the 
work which has been done, but to take some 
measure of the magnitude of the roads 
roblem which still remains to be solved. 
t would appear from all available estimates 
that the present annual income of the Road 
Fund—which is derived from vehicle licence 
duties—is unlikely for some time to exceed 
£800,000 per annum. Of this income some- 
thing like £250,000 annually is already 
ledged to meet the interest and sinking 
fund on the loan which has been = grouse L 
and a further sum of about £300, yearly 
has been pledged to relieve County Councils 
of the cost of maintaining the roads which 
have been wholly or partially reconstructed. 
This leaves an available annual income of 
£250,000, from which all moneys for recon- 
struction purposes must in future be dis- 
charged. 

When it is realised that the annual out- 
goings during the last two years for recon- 
struction work (derived from motor vehicle 
duties, from the Road Loan and from the 
special “ sixpenny’’ rate) have amounted to 
something approaching £2,000,000 annually, 
it will Eocuate evident that reconstruction 
work, in the absence of new sources of 
revenue, will have reached a state of virtual 
collapse within the next three or four 
months. The unanimous view expressed by 
county surveyors—who are specially com- 
petent to judge road necessities in relation 
to increasing traffic—is that expenditure upon 
reconstruction works must continue at the 
rate of £2,000,000 per annum for a further 
period of five years, if the excellent work 
which has been done is to be preserved and 
extended to roads which are already break- 
ing down under increasing traffic pressure. 
In these circumstances your proposal that 
the revenue from motor import duties (the 
whole of which are paid by motor-owners) 
should be dedicated to the work of recon- 
struction is particularly happy and appro- 
priate. The diversion of such revenue from 
the urgent needs of motor traffic would seem 
to have no logical basis whatever. There is 
no real line of distinction to be drawn 
between imposts which are levied upon the 
motoiist in the form of import duties and 
those which are paid in the form of vehicle 
licence duties. 

1, therefore, venture, in the interest of 
both motorists and ratepayers (upon whose 
shoulders the cost of break-down must other. 
wise fall), to bespeak support for your pro- 
posal, and to add the suggestion that the 
£400,000 annual income from import duties 
upon motor vehicles should be regarded as a 
basis for a further Road Loan, to be ex 
pended on reconstruction work at the rate of 
£2,000.000 per annum for the coming four or 
five years. As an essential condition of 
such a loan, the centralisation of road control 
and the elimination of the vagaries of county 
councils should be insisted upon. Only those 
who have given close attention to the ques- 
tion can appreciate the extent of the waste 
and inefficiency which are involved in the 
mwesent system of ‘‘local”’ administration. 
f railway tracks had to be maintained under 
smilar administrative conditions. our whole 
railway system would probably collapse 
within twelve months.—Yours, etc..

An open competitive examination is to 
take place for posts as junior administrative 
officers—the most valuable ones in the Free 
State Civil Service, leading directly to com: 
manding positions in the departments. The 
limits of age are 21-24, with extensions of 
the higher limit in favour of Army candidates 
and established civil servants. 

The standard of the examination will be 
appropriate. There is an obligatory section, 
consisting of Irish, English, general know- 
ledge, and a viva voce test. 
in this section is not unduly high, and is 
intended to test the general standard of 
knowledge of candidates, apart from their 
specialist study. There is also an oral test 
in Irish. The second section is divided into 
groups of subjects arranged to suit university 
graduates in their courses.

The Coal. Industry. 


The report of the Industrial Transfer- 
ence Board, which was appointed by the 
British Government to consider the possi- 
bility of the removal of large numbers of 
unemployed workers from distressed areas 
to places where they might find work, is 
not a very cheerful document. The Board 
finds that there are at least 200,000 
superfluous workers in the mine fields, 
and that no fewer than 300,000 miners 
are unemployed. Every day the number 
is increasing. Notices have been posted 
in “the Ebbw Vale terminating the 
contracts of 2,000 men, and since the 
beginning of 1925 eleven hundred pits out 
of a total of 3,400 have been closed. Since 
1920 the output of foreign mines has 
increased enormously. Germany, Poland, 
France and the United States have con- 
tinued to multiply their supplies of good 
coal; and, as they have been able to 
produce at a much lower cost than their 
British rivals, they naturally have cap- 
tured several important markets that 
formerly were British preserves. Further- 
more, the use of alternative fuels has 
increased very considerably. Not only 
has electric power become more popular 
throughout Great Britain, but petrol and 
crude oil engines everywhere are ousting 
the use of coal from favour. Prices are 
important, but, even if the South Welsh 
coal-owners should decide to give their 
coal away for nothing, a very large 
measure of unemployment would remain. 
The demand for coal is less than the 
supply. Therein lies the tragedy of the 
pits. 

The Transference Board finds that large 
bodies of men ought to be removed from 
the distressed areas to districts where 
they may have a reasonable chance of 
finding employment, and that steps ought 
to be taken to encourage emigration. Many 
miners, however, dread the idea of starting 
life afresh in unfamiliar surroundings, 
and prefer to remain workless where they 
are, refusing to abandon the vain hope 
that, sooner or later, matters will mend. 
It is very difficult to deal with a situation 
of this kind. The members of the Board, 
in urging the need for wholesale trans- 
plantation, declare that the workers 
themselves must be taught to look 
facts frankly in the face. The 
Board points out that everybody has 
a duty in this respect. Trade depres- 
sion is widespread, and there is un- 
employment in nearly every branch of 
industry and commerce. Nevertheless, 
nearly always there is work of some kind 
to be had, and Sir Warren Fisher and 
his colleagues ask the public to make 
this work available, where it is possible, 
for the transferred miners. Finally, they 
recommend State aid. Mr. Baldwin to- 
day will outline the Government's plans 
for the relief of distress. It is expected 
that he will announce that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has decided to antici- 
pate part of his rating relief. scheme in 
order to reduce freights for coal on the 
railways. This. plan will cheapen coal, 
but it will not solve the problem of the 
200,000 superfluous workers. Finally, as 
the report suggests, that problem can be 
solved only by overseas emigration. 

One of the most discouraging features 
of the whole situation is the comparative 
failure of the great scheme of emigration 
which was inaugurated by the Empire 
Settlement Act of 1922. The Dominion 
Governments hardly have done their duty 
in the matter. They do not cease to declare 
that they are anxious to encourage British 


immigration; yet all sorts of difficulties 
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its. Canada and Australia 
are badly in need of the right type of 
British immigrant ; and ‘there is no doubt 
that this type is to be found in profusion 
among the workless men in the coal fields. 
Sir Warren Fisher and his two gues 


declare that the British miner, in the] 


great majority of cases, is ‘“‘an example 
to his fellows.”” He has splendid tradi- 
tions of loyalty and of service; he is a 
hard worker, and he proved during the 
war that none was readier than he to 
leap to the defence of his country. Surely 
there is a place for men of this type in 
the British Empire. If they are helped to 


emigrate to the Dominions, they will have 


a fresh chance in life; their children will 
obtain advantages that they never could 
hope to get at home, and the relief of the 
congestion in the coal] fields will give those 
who remain some chance of making a 
living. To this end there ought to be 
the closest co-operation between the 
British Government and the Governments 
of the Dominions. Emigration can be 
made easy for the unfortunate miners, and 
no time ought to be lost in the shaping 
of a really workable scheme. 


Machines and Men. 


Would the Pilgrim Fathers feel content 
if they could look upon the present state 
of the nation which they founded? 
From the first the great Western 
Republic was a land of promise. There 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
were affirmed to be the inalienable rights 
of men. Always the people of the 
United States have supposed that felicity 
was to be reached by the reduction of 
manual labour. The best genius of their 
race has been given to the contrivance of 
labour-saving machinery. In a completely 
mechanical civilisation a new Paradise 
was to be found. To-day that mechanical 
civilisation is in full flower; but has it 
satisfied the cravings of the human heart or 
made life sweeter thanip the old-fashioned 
countries that lag behind? A writer in 
The Quarterly Review attempts some 
assessment of America’s achievement. In 
1895 Niagara was harnessed, and its 
tremendous energies lit the streets and 
drove the trams of the City of Buffalo. 
To-day throughout the States every human 
service, from the rocking of a cradle to 
the ploughing of a field, is performed by 
machines. In every factory an “ idea- 
box” is placed, wherein intelligent 
workers are invited to drop suggestions 
for the elimination of human effort. A 
mechanical man has been constructed which 
sweeps the house, makes up fires, cooks 
the dinner and answers the telephone by 
“sound waves.” Machines which add, 
subtract, multiply and divide are sur 
passed by the “integraph, ” which cal- 
culates, on the graph principle, the 
answers to mathematical questions that 
transcend human reason. In the textile 
factories a single human worker now 
tends up to thirty looms. - n the farms 
130,000 highly-paid workers have been 
supplanted by machines. A ship full of 
ore is unloaded without the use of a 
single hand-shovel. In the factory a man 
feeds a bar of steel into one end of a 
machine, and at the other end finished 
screws, with perfect threads and slots, 
are counted out and packed in boxes 
ready for sale. Criminals—who are 
curiously numerous in this mechanical 
Eden—open safes by machinery, and are 
executed by the pressing of an electric 
button. Has this marvellous attack on 
manual labour rendered life easier or more 
liberal? The answer is seen in the 
4,000,000 workers who are unemployed in 
the States to-day and in the lengthening 
“bread lines” in the cities. In 1921, 
with the passing of war conditions, there 
were nearly 6,000,000 persons out of work. 
Production, chiefly of machines, was 
increased, and a temporary “boom” 
followed. Millions of men found em- 
ployment in the manufacture of great 
mechanical creatures, the very object of 
which was to supersede their makers. 
To-day productive power has outstripped 
markets so far that many of the basic 
industries turn out in six months more 
than can be consumed in twelve. Factories 
are closing their doors for weeks at a 
time, Unemployment is approaching the 
magnitude of 1921. Politicians are cast- 
ing about anxiously for an economic 
outlet. “The coming lustrum will see 
America’s boldest bid for the commerce 
of the world.” 


When Knights Were Bold. 


France is celebrating the one thousandt} 
birthday of Carcassonne. The Millenary 
Fétes at the famous fortress culminated 
on Sunday in a reproduction of a sixteenth 
century tournament, which was watched 
by President Doumergue and five Ministers. 
In this tournament the parts were taken 
by officers from the noted cavalry school at 
Saumur. It opened with a procession of 
knights and courtiers, continued with a 
hand-to-hand conflict between two 
champions and ended with a general 
mélée of the opposing sides. The knights 
wore armour, but two facts suggest that it 
cannot have been the full equipment of the 
sixteenth century. In the first place, the 
temperature at Carcassonne on Sunday 
was 100 degrees in the shade, and, in the 
next place, the horses were the regular 
mounts of modern French cavalry. 
Nobody who has seen the sixteenth century 
armour in the Wallace Collection or in 
the Tower of London will believe that a 
modern soldier could endure an hour’s 
enclosure in a full suit of it under a 
temperature of 100 degrees, or that 4 
modern cavalry horse could carry such a 
burden. The old knights rode draught 
horses, and in those days a charge of 
cavalry must have been a terrifying 


spectacle, though, as the British archers. 


at Crecy showed, a knight, once unhorseds 
was helpjess. England’s last tournament 
was organised in 1839 by the thirteenth 
Earl of Eglinton, whose statue in St. 
Stephen's Green commemorates his 
Viceroyalty of Ireland. It was held at 
Eglinton Castle and was a truly magnifi- 
cent affair. Lady Seymour was the Queen 
of Beauty, and among those who repre- 
sented ancient knights was Prince Louis 
Bonaparte, afterwards Napoleon III. The 
experiment, we are told, discovered two 
difficulties. Very few of the old suits cf 
armour could accommodate the modern 


sti 


were unable to “ break Jances’’ in the old 
style, and were forced, for effect’s sake, to 
saw them half-way through. It seems 
that Sunday’s tilters at Carcassonne were 
reduced to the same expedient. They may 
be weaker men than their ancestors or, 
perhaps, they have lost merely an ancient

“wet” Finger-prints. 


H is possible that in the near future a 
large proportion of the people of the 
United States may be registered as 
rogues. Dr. Doran, the Commissioner of 
Prohibition at Washington, is “‘ speeding 
up ” the campaign against violation of 
the liquor laws, and now the taking of 
‘finger-prints will be extended from felons 
to misdemeanants. Henceforward, if a 
man “ stands’’ a drink which contains 
more than one-half of one per cent. of 
alcohol, or has such liquor in his posses- 
sion, he will expose himself to the ordeal 
of the finger-print. His Bertillon measure- 
ments may be taken, and these, with a 
record of his life and actions, may be 
included in a sort of “ National Rogues’ 
Gallery.” A score of other offences will 
make the citizen eligible for the same 
unpleasant distinction. The New York 
Correspondent of The Times observes 
that the possibilities of transgression of 
the Volstead Act and the Eighteenth 
Amendment are numerous, and that every 
one of them which involves a mis- 
demeanour can earn for the offender a 
dossier at Washington. Under this 
system the United States soon may be 
able to boast another “ record ’’—the 
largest collection of finger-prints in the 
world. As a compensation for the new 
indignity Dr. Doran concedes a privilege 
which seems to be rather sentimental 
than material. In future prohibition 
agents operating on the highways will be 
distinguished by special caps and badges. 
The agents are wont to “draw” pro- 
miscuously on suspected motor cars, and 
mahy innocent persons have lost their 
lives in efforts to escape from an 
apparent “hold up.” Hereafter the 
cowering motorist will know when he is 
the target of a strictly legal fusillade. 


IRISH PX-SERVICE MEN’S 
INTERESTS. 


ASSOCIATION FORMED IN 
ARMAGH. 


At a largely attended meeting of ex- 
Service men from Armagh and district, which 
was held in the City Hall, Armagh, last 
Sunday, it was decided to form a body called 
the Irish ex-Service Men’s Association. 

Mr. Fearon, Belfast, financial secretary of 
the 16th Irish Division, Ex-Service Men's 
Association, said that the object of his 
Association was to see that every ex-Service 
man who was entitled to receive a grant 
from the Government got that grant. 

Captain McManus, Cheiewen of the 16th 
Division Association, said that the principal 
objects of the Association were to foster the 
close, keen comradeship. formed during the 
war, to help men who were unable to help 
themselves—men who were justly entitled to 

ensions and had not received them—and to 
elp men to provide for themselves and their 


families. 
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VICE-ADMIRAL UNDERHILL. 

Vice-Admiral Edwin V. Underhill, C.B. 
(retired), formerly Admiral Superintendent 
of His Majesty’s Dockyard, Devonport, died 
suddenly yesterday evening at his home. in 
Southsea. 

He was in his 61st year. He took part im 
operations in Eastern Soudan in 1891, was 
present at the bombardment of the Sultan 
of Zanzibar’s Palace in 1896, and served in 
the Benin Expedition of 1897. For his ser- 
vices in the European War he was awarded 
the C.B. Afterwards—1919-1922—he was 
Admiral Superintendent at Devonport Dock- 
yard. He retired in 1924 


THE ARCHDEACON OF EMLY. 


The death took place yesterday, at 10 
Martello avenue, Kingstown, of the Vener- 
able J. White-Bell, M.A., Archdeacon of 
Emly. A graduate of Dublin University, 
where he took the degrees of Bachelor of 
Arts and Master of Arts and his Divinity 
Testimonium, the late Archdeacon was 
ordained in 1875, and was appointed to the 
curacy of Drumcannon, where he ministered 
for two years. After he had acted as curate 
in the Diocese of Cashel for about a year, 
he was promoted to the incumbency of 
Cappamore, performing in addition the duties 
of Incumbent in Doon, from 1878 to 1920. 
In 1894 he was made Rural Dean of: Doon. 
He was the Bishop’s secretary to the Synod 
from 1901 to 1920, and in 1918 he was 
appointed Archdeacon of Emly.

Yet, it is obvious from a review 
of the conditions that many thousands of 
workers will have to be shifted, since the 
work has gone from their districts for ever, 
The Commissioners have come to the con- 
clusion that they would be shirking every 
inference from the facts if they did not lay 
stress on this as the first and stroncect 
of the lessons their work has provided. 
The remedies proposed naturally cannot 
go very far to meet the necessities of the 
situation, since only employment can do 
that; but the Commissioners cal] upon the 
unemployed themselves, the public, and 
the State to foster opportunities to ease 
the way of transfer and to provide help. 


Emigration Difficulties. 


Arising out of the report of the Indus. 
trial Transference Board, issued to-dar, 
my attention has been drawn to some ex. 
traordinary difficulties attending the 
possible emigration of some of the people 
unable to obtain employment in thi, 
country. Last year Canada admitted a 
total of 158,884 emigrants, but of these 
less than one-third came from the United 
Kingdom, the preference being given to 
people from the United States, froin 
Lithuania, Poland or Italy. Before a 
British emigrant can obtain permission to 
enter Canada he has to undergo a verit- 
able inquisition. A visit must be paid to 
a Canadian doctor; forms containing 
nearly two hundred questions must be 
filled up, and several other 
arranged before he is even a possible 
emigrant. A somewhat similar state of 
things applies to Australia. As a persona’ 
illustration of the difficulties attending 
emigration of suitable persons, I was told 
that five hundred and twenty fine younz 
men were willing to emigrate to Australia 
from Durham. Out of this mass of fine 
raw material for colonists Australia 
selected twelve.

“Success depends first upon the realisa- 
tion by unemployed persons themselves of 
the stark realities of the situation, and 
upon their resolution to try a fresh start 
elsewhere; secondly, upon the co-opera- 
tion of the public to foster opportunities 
for employment and to ease the way of 
transfer; and, thirdly and lastly, upon 
State help.” 

Full use should be made of the Employ- 
ment Exchanges throughout Great Britain, 
both by employers and workmen, for 
making these transfers. 

If workpeople who had found employ- 
ment in another area could not afford to 
pay the cost, of removal, the cost of trans- 
ferring their families or of separately 
maintaining their families before they 
could be transferred, or if they lacked the 
means while waiting for the first payment 
of wages, they should be helped by the 
State. For some of the older men with 
families there were opportunities of settle- 
ment on the land in connection with 
afforestation. In the Dominions there were 
chances of absorption for large numbers 
of productive workers. 

NOT ENOUGH EMIGRANTS. 

““ As regards oversea settlement, it is 
a matter of regret, and indeed astonish- 
ment, to find how disappointingly slow 
has been the rate of settlement of British 
people in Australia and Canada, notwith- 
standing the passing in 1922 of the

GLASGOW, Monday. 

There will be considerable support from 
a large section of the community in Scct- 
land for the plea put forward by a de- 
putation from the Churches in Scotland 
that migration from Ireland to Scotland 
should be regulated by a quota system, 
on the grounds that the great influx of 
tindesirable Irish into the country 
threatened to change the character of the 
Scottish people. 

The problem is one of long standing, 
but within recent years it has assumed 
bigger proportions, and has become one 
of the most pressing and important -ques- 
tions. 

While the present movement is being 
sponsored by the Protestant Churches, 
they are receiving considerable backing 
from industrialists and social workers, 
who realise that the problem has a social 
and economic aspect, as well as a re- 
ligious one. 

So far, any proposal to limit or re- 
strict the migration of Irish into Scot- 
land has scarcely reached the stage o} 
practical politics, but the quota sugges- 
tion has been put forward in the hope 
that the attention drawn to the questicn 
may lead to some practical solution. 

It is a fact that, notwithstanding the 
great exodus of Scotsmen who are emigrat- 
ing to Canada and the United States, 
as well as to other Dominions under the 
Crown, the unemployment position in 
Scotland shows but little signs of in:- 
provement, as the places of the Scots who 
emigrate are immediately taken by Irish- 
men, who, it is claimed, are less skilled 
than the native Scot, and whose standard 
of living is very much lower than that of 
the men they replace. 

Up-to-date figures bearing out these 
contentions are somewhat difficult to 
obtain, but statistics prepared 
Scottish Churches Council, a body which 
represents all communions except the 
Roman Catholic, show that the Roman 
Catholic population, in which the Irish 
vastly predominate, has increased during 
the past 100 years by 700 per ceni., 
whereas the rest- of the population hus 
increased by only 110 per cent. 

In 1921 Roman Catholics were one in 
eight of the population, as against one 
in thirty a century ago. !

The 
nearest habitation is Brown’s own cottage, 
two and a half miles away, and to reach 
thé nearest police station at St. Mary's, 
six miles from Yarrow, he had to walk 
five miles. 

Mr. Warwick, who was thirty, left New- 
castle on his own machine, an Anec IV., 
a chocolate brown light biplane, at 5.50 
last Friday evening. 

GAVE UP LAW FOR AVIATION. 

He held a “B ” class pilot’s certificate. 
During the war he was on flying service in 
Egypt.

TRAIL OF WRECKAGE. 

On the top of Broadlaw there is a fairly 
large plateau, and it seemed likely that 
Mr. Warwick, possibly having engine 
trouble or losing his way in the 
fog, attempted a landine there. but, mis- 
judged the extent of the flat surface in the 
mist, and alighted on the slope. 

The ‘plane first landed within fifty yards 
of the top of the hill, and, from the marks 
there. it appears that it ran a few yards, 
and then was pulled over by the weight of 
the engine. It apparently turned several 


‘somersaults, and was lving upside-down 


with the under carriage twisted, the 
fuselage broken, and the fabric torn to 
shreds. 

All Mr. Warwick’s personal belongings 
were lying among the scattered wreckage 
of the 'plane. and formed a complete trail 
down the hillside, between the ’plane and 
body. 

Among them were a few leaves from his 
diary, and a snavshot of a boy in a skiff 
on the sea. His map and map case and 
some chocolate were on the slope. His 
helmet and goggles were lying beside the 
body, and ‘his leather jacket was near the 
‘plane. Both shoes were torn off, and one 
of them was quite near his iacket. 

NO MAN’S LAND. 

Mr. Warwick was apnarently thrown 
out of his seat as. the machine turned over. 
The lonely spot where the body was found 
is in a kind of “ns man’s land,” where 
the three counties o Se” ir.

NOT TO PLAY AGAINST 
FRANCE,

NEW YORK, Manday. 

The officials of the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association announced to-day that 
the Association agreed with Mr. S. H. 
Collum, the President of the United 
States Association, in his decision not to 
play W. T. Tilden in the United States 
Davis Cup team, and had cabled to Mr. 
Collum to that effect. 

The announcement has caused some sur- 
prise in sporting circles, as there was a 
feeling of confidence over the week-end, in 
view of the specific request of the French 
Lawn Tennis Association to the United

Mr. Collum cabled to the United States

CHICAGO POLICE 
CHIEF'S RETORT. 


WHERE SCOTLAND YARD 
WOULD BE AT SEA.

CHICAGO, Monday. 

“ Scotland Yard detectives would be as 
helpless as rank amateurs if they moved 
into Chicago to suppress crime,” says Mr. 
Hughes, Chicago's police chief. 

Mr. Hughes, who is a aaminee of “ Big 
Bill’’ Thompson, was distinctly annoyed 
when his attention was drawn to Sir 
William Horwood’s recent report on Scotland 
Yard's successes. 

‘‘T could name twenty of eur men who 
could accomplish more in a given time than 
a hundred of the best men of Scotland Yard,” 
declared Mr. Hughes with some heat. 

The Chief of Police went on to point out 
the great difference in criminal procedure 
between England and Chicago, where the 
law's interminable delays made execution for 
murder, if not an impossibility, at least a 
most difficult undertaking. 

Mr. Hughes coneluded with a statement 
that Chicago had less crime per capita than 
any other city in America; their streets 
were the safest, and the police department the 
most efficient in the United States.

EFFECT OF WIGG- 
COCHRANE DECISION, 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council consisted of the Marquis of Read- 
ing, Lord Phillimore, Lord Hanworth 
(Master of the Rolls), Lord Alness, and 
Chief Justice of Canada Anglin. 

Mr. Alfred Dickie, K.C.; Mr. James 
Henry, K.C., and Miss A. Deverill ap- 
peared for the Council of Transferred 
Officers’ Protection Association, a body 
composed of all classes and grades of civil 
servants who have. been transferred by 
Great Britain to Southern Ireland, or the 
Government of the Irish Free State. 

The Irish Free State. was represented by 
Mr. A. K. Overend, K.C.; Mr: GC. 
Bewley, K.C., and Mr. G. A. Finlay. The 
British Government counsel were tl.e 
Attorney-General (Sir T. Inskip), the 
Solicitor-General (Sir F. B. Merriman), 
and Mr. H. M. Giveen. 


ORIGIN OF PROCEEDINGS. 

The reference is the outcome of the 
hearing of an appeal last year before 
another Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, in which the appellants were 
two ex-civil servants employed in Dublin 
named Wigg and Cochrane, who obtained 
judgment in their favour on the question 
raised. Under Article 10 of the Treaty 
civil servants were declared to be entitled 
to be transferred to the Free State and to 
all the benefits which they would have 
derived under the Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920. 

On March 20th, 1922, the British 
Treasury issued a minute which altered 
the rights civil servants had got under the 
1920 Act. The Irish civil servants held 
that that minute did not apply to them, 
and that, if it did, it varied the effect of 
what they were entitled to under the Act 
of 1920, and was, therefore, ultra vires. 
It was contended that if the minute did 
apply to them it made their pensions less 
than they would have been entitled to 
under the Act of 1920. 

As stated, the Judicial Committee gave 
judgment in favour of Wigg and Cochrane. 
The matter was discussed in the House of 
Lords on several occasions. Aftewards 
it was explained by the late Lord Chan- 
cellor, Viscount Cave, that the Treasury 
minute of 1922 was not present to the 
minds of the Privy Council at the time 
judgment was given at the original hear- 
ing. It was in these circumstances that 
steps were taken to bring about the 
present proceedings. 


TRANSFERRED OFFICERS’ CASE. 

It was now decided, with the approval 
of their lordships, that the case for the 
transferred officers should first be stated, 
and Mr. Dickie was heard on behalf of 
their case, which was presented by the 
Council of Transferred Officers’ Protection 
Association. This body consists of duly 
elected -civil servants, representing all 
classes and grades of civil servants who 
have been transferred by Great Britain to 
Southern Ireland, whether such servants 
have already been awarded compensation 
by the Government of the Irish Free State 
or have given notice to that Government 
of their intention to retire under the Act 
and Treaty, or who have been given 
liberty to retire, or who have been dis- 
charged by the Government, or who are 
still engaged by the Government. 

By an Order in Council of June 15th 
last direction was given that the ques- 
tion—whether the payment of compensa- 
tion determined in the manner referred 
to in respect of civil servants transferred 
to the Government of the Irish Free State 
after March, 1922, was a payment of com- 
pensation within the meaning and true 
intention of Article 10 of the Articles of 
Agreement—should be referred to the 
Committee for hearing and consideration. 

The case was in addition to that of 
Wigg and Cochrane so far as the points 
in dispute were concerned. 


TWO QUESTIONS. 

Two questions only were involved in the 
reference having regard to the judgment 
of the Privy Council in the Wigg and 
Cochrane case, which decision was not in 
any way disputed, except in regard to the 
said two questions, viz. :— 

(1) Whether there should be an over- 
riding maximum in regard to the payment 
of compensation in so far as it is reckoned 
in respect of bonus ; | 

(2) Whether, in calculating the addi- 
tional supplemental allowance under the 
Superannuation Act of 1909, in cases 
where the compensation payable with 
reference to the mode of calculation pro- 
vided by the said Act of 1909, such allow- 
ance should be calculated on the whole 
bonus or only on 75 per cent. thereof. 

The answers to these two questions de- 
pend upon the replies to the two further 
questions :'— 

(1) Is the Treasury minute of Maren 
20th, 1922, binding on the transferred 
officers? Assuming that it is binding, ts a 
determination of such compensation 1n 
accordance with said minute “ fair com 
pensation ''! : ' i 

(2) The Judicial Committee decided in 
the Wigg and Cochrane case that the 
minute did not apply, and the Committee 
further decided that the determination by 
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~ WIGG-COCHRANE DECISION. | 

The transferred officers submitted that 
the decision in the Wigg’ and ‘ Cochtane 
case was binding on the Judicial Com- 
mittee as a decision on the same farts, 
and’ tivat all relevant matters were before 
the Board when that case was argued, in- 
cluding the minute in question. 

Further, they contended that the á - 
cision of the Privy Council affirmed the 
decision of Mr. Justice Meredith, and 
that this decision was now binding on all 
Irish Free State Courts, and that no de- 
cision of the Privy Council could vary it 
or alter the effect of it as a judicial de- 
cision in reference to other parties in & 
similar position. ya 

Finally, : it was argued that if the 
matter could 
minute of March 20th, 1922, did not apply 
to the transferred officers. _ 

Counsel held that a decision of a Court 
on the same facts was binding on that 
Court, even if there was a mistake in it; 
that there was no mistake in the judg- 
ment of the Privy Council, and that all 
relevant matters were before the Council, 
including the minute; that the judgment 
of Mr. Justice Meredith was binding on 
all Courts of the Irish Free State, having 
been confirmed by the Privy Council, and 
that no decision of the Privy Council 
could now affect the judgment. 

The transferred officers, in so far as 
they were engaged on Irish service, were 
transferred by virtue of the Act of 1920 
to Southern Ireland, and from the date 
of their transfer the British Treasury 
had had no control over them, and no 
minute of the Treasury could affect their 


rights. 
LORD CAVE’S “ ERROR.” 

The Treasury minute was not trans- 

mitted until April 7th, 1922, and, there- 
fore, could not affect transferred officers 
who had been transferred on April Ist, 
1922. 
The adoption of the minute by the 
Minister for Finance of the Provisional 
Government of May 11th, 1922, could not 
in any way give any further validity 
to it. 

The argument relating to the date of 
the transfer was discussed before the 
Privy Council in the os Basany Cochrane 
case, and this must have been present to 
the mind of the late Lord Cave when he 
came to write the judgment, and the 
only verbal error in that judgment was 
when he said, “But the minute cannot 
affect the rights of officers who, at its 
date, had been transferred to the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State.” I 
“Southern Ireland ” was read instead of 
“the Irish Free State,” the error dis- 
appeared and the matter was quite clear. 

All departments of the British Civil 
Service, with the sanction of the Trea- 
sury, could increase the salaries of the 
officers employed by them. All the 
minutes of the Treasury dealing with in- 
crease of salary were merely by way of 
general sanction by the Treasury to such 
increase. 


PAY COMMUTED FOR PENSION. 

There was no statutory or other power 

in the Treasury to put any limitation 
upon the amount of salary that was com- 
muted íor pension, and, accordingly, any 
minute, in so far as it purported or 
= to do so, was ultra vires and 
void. 
By Part I. of the eighth schedule of 
the Act of 1920 the compensation which 
might be awarded to a transferréd officer 
should be fixed on the amount of salary, 
and by Section 74 “salary shall include 
remuneration, allowance and emolu- 
ments.”’ 

Even if the minute of March 20th, 1922, 
was valid, and applied to transferred 
oficers the compensation fixed with 
reference to the minute and in accord- 
ance with it, was not fair compensation, 
in so far as it provided for an over-riding 
maximum and gave only 75 per cent. 
instead of 100 per cent. of bonus in fixing 
the amount of the annual supplemental 
allowance for the grounds set forth in 
the decision of Mr. Justice Meredith in 
the Wigg and Cochrane case and the 
judgment of the Privy Council, especially 
that part of the judgment of the Privy 
Council which stated, when referring to 
the additional supplemental allowance 
based on 75 per cent., “in their lordships' 
opinion there is no warrant in the Statute 
for the rough and ready way of dealing 
with the matter.” 


RIGHTS UNDER 1920 ACT. 

Even if the Treasury had such power 
under the Superannuation Acts, which 
the transferred officers denied, no Treasury 
minute could affect their rights under the 
Act of 1920, and any such minute was 
If the Treasury 
sought to give validity to such minutes 
by virtue of the proviso of Section 2 of 
the Superannuation Acts, 1859, or the 
proviso to Section 30 of the Act of 1834, 
the provisos did not give them any such 
power, and the decision in Cooper versus 
the King 14, Chancery Division 311; York 
versus the King 1915, Irish King’s Bench 
852; and the dictum of Lord Buckmaster 
in Constantine and McMorney 1916, 
2 A.C. 102, did not so decide, and such 
a contention was contrary to the opinion 
of the Lords of the Treasury in their 
minute dated 14th June, 1859, where they 
said: “ With regard to persons appointed, 
or to be appointed subsequently to the 
passing of the Act of 22 Vic.. my lords 
observe that the language of the Act is 
recise, and that such persons are to be 
held entitled to the retiring allowance 
prescribed by the second section of the 
Act, provided they fulfil the conditions of 
the 17th Section, and provided my lords 
do not find it necessary to exercise the 
powers conferred upon them by the 9th 
Section of reducing the allowance on 
account of the demerits of the person 
claiming it.” 


TREASURY MINISTERS’ POWERS. 

Counsel further submited that once a 
civil servant became entitled to the re- 
tiring allowance prescribed by Section 2 
of the Act of 1859 his right was a legal 
right which could not be altered or varied, 
and that no Treasury minute could avail 
to interfere eor alter such right, nor, 
á fortiori, to alter, restrict or interfere 
with the fair compensation payable to 


‘transferred officers under Article 10. 


The question as to the validity of the 
Treasury minutes in limiting the amount 
of compensation payable to civil servants 
who were transferred was argued before 
the Board in the Wigg and Cochrane case, 
but as the Board held that the minute did 
not apply in that case, the validity of the 
minute, including that of 20th March, 
1922, in this respect was not adjudicated 


upon. 

Finally it was argued on behalf of the 
transferred officers that their claim to 
fair compensation within the meaning and 
true intent of Article 10 of the Articles of 
Agreement for a Treaty was not affected 
by. any limitations or restrictions con- 
tained in any Treasury minute, and, in 
particular, that of March 20th, 1922, and 
that any compensatidn fixed by reference 
to the said Treasury minutes was not fair 
compensation within the meaning of 
AvGce 1. aae 

“ BINDING ON IRISH COURTS.” 

The decision in the Wigg and Cochrane 
case, Mr. Dickie maintained, was binding 
on-all the Courts in Ireland, and the 
Judicial Committee had no power to upset

Interesting figures, indicating the value of 
Queenstown as a port of call for trans-

THE COMMISSIONERS’ CASE. 

Mr. Rearden, in opening the case for the 
Commissioners, outlined the history of the 
port from the passing in the House of 
Commons of the Cork Harbour Bill in 1833, 
and said that when the report of the Port 
and Harbours Tribunal came to be published 
it would be found that the work and 
management of the port was above criticism. 

Alluding to a bill which was introduced in 
the House of Commons, and referred to a 
Select Committee, counsel said that the 
measure had received its first reading. The 
Committee recommended that the proposals 
of the Commissioners in regard to the increase 
of tonnage charges in the Port of Cork should 
be adopted. The 1919 bill, which recom- 
mended the increase of additional charges un- 
fortunately was not proceeded with in circum- 
stances which were not very material, 
namely, that it was recommended that there 
should be certain constitutional amendments 
in the Harbour Board of various kinds. and 
accordingly the position now was that the 
Harbour Commissioners had submitted to the 
legislature, in the form of a private bill of 
1927, the proposals which, at the request of 
the Government, had been adjourned from 
time to time, and which now came before that 
(ommittee 


TONNAGE DUES. 

Mr. Rearden went on to state that the 
tonnage dues payable on liners using the port 
did not amount to one halfpenny per regis- 
tered ton; as a vessel calling on the outward 
journey was liable to pay 1d., but recalling on 
her homeward voyage was entitled to use the 
port free under the existing statutory pro- 
visions. A great number of the Transatlantic 
liners using the port did so at a charge of .4d. 
on the outward and homeward trips. 

‘There is no such low rate,” added Mr. 
Reardon, ‘‘for Atlantic liners in any port in 
England, or in any other port in the Irish 
Free State, or in any port in the world. That 
is one of the matters in regard to which the 
Harbour Commissioners think they are not 
unreasonable in asking for an increased charge 
of 100 per cent.” 


CHARGES IN OTHER PORTS. 
Counsel explained that at Belfast the liner’s 
charge was 6d. per net registered ton, in 
oes lt 8d. per ton, in Dublin 54d. per ton, 
in Dundalk 1s. per ton, in Foynes 1s. per ton, 
In Derry, which is far the cheapest port of 
call for liners, it is a halfpenny per net 
registered ton; in Sligo and Tralee it is 434d. ; 
in Waterford 1s. No figures were available, 
he added, for Limerick and Wexford. In 
Southampton liner companies had to pay 
2s. 9d. per head for each passenger embarked 
and 3s. 6d. for each one Eecubashed. There 
was an additional charge of 1jd. r ton, 
which meant that the companies id 40 pay 
53d. on the tonnage alone, altogether irrespec- 
tive of the charges on passengers. If the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners were entitled to 
make similar harbour chargés as Southampton 
in regard to the embarkation of passengers, it 
would amount to £3,872 15s. 6d., which was 
nearly the same amount that they received in 
regard to tonnage. In regard to disembarka- 
tion they would be entitled to receive 
£2,526 12s. 6d. 

Counsel then explained that between Ist 
August, 1927, and 20th July, 1928, the number 
of passengers embarking on \board liners at 
the port for America was 16,064, and 41,457 
had been landed at the port; The average 
third-class fare of the different companies was 
about £20, and, therefore, at the lowest 
estimate the shipping companies had derived 
revenue from the port amounting in round 
figures to £829.140. When it was recalled 
that a large number of passengers travelled first 
and second classes, it would be recognised 
that in reality that revenue did not fall far 
short of £1,000,000. Under the circumstances 
the companies’ objection to the Commissioners’ 
proposal could only be described as unreason- 
able, and no case could be more justified for 
granting the application. The liner companies’ 
contribution to the port for the facilities that 
they enjoyed there for so many years was the 
niggardly sum of £4,000, and, as a matter of 
fact, the average loss on the working of the 
lower harbour, which was used extensively by 
them, amounted to almost £5,000.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 


A NEW VISION OPENED. 


That the recommendations of the Technical 
Education Commission open a new vision 
and offer a high ideal was the central theme 
of an address which was given by Mr. G. J. 
T. Clampett, Principal of the Rathmines 
Technical Institute, to the members of the 
Rotary Club at their. weekly luncheon in 
Clery’s Restaurant, Dublin, yesterday. i 

Aiter reviewing the work of the Commis- 
sion and examining its findings, Mr. Clampett 
expressed the hope that private citizens and 
firms would make donations to be spent in 
the developments of technical education in 
the Free State. This, he pointed out, had 
been done elsewhere; and it was one way in 
which sympathy aud interest in technical 
instruction might take a practical turn, The 
existing system of technical education in the 
Free State required drastic and speedy re- 
casting if it was .to fill its proper part in 
the economic and social life of the country. 
The main defects of the existing system were 
that the student is not compelled .to attend 
technical schools, and the employer is under 
no compulsion to make his young employés 
attend classes. Besides, there was no legal 
and virtually no voluntary association between 
industry and technical education. 


OTHER WEAKNESSES. 

A further weakness arising from the 
voluntary nature of technical education was 
that the local authority was under no com- 
pulsion to strike a rate for technical instruc- 
tion purposes, and another defect in the 
system was the inadequacy of the money 
voted for this class of education. 

Speaking of the report of the Commission, 
Mr. Clampett said that the recommendations 
in regard to continuation schools were of the 
greatest importance. They included the 
establishment of continuation schools for all 
young pone between the ages of 14 and 16, 
and attendance at the four types of schools 
suggested would reflect the kind of career 
that the student had in mind. The applica- 
tion of compulsion ‘would require to be 
gradual. It was probable that at first certain 
areas would be sé sr and the system slowly, 
but persistently, extended. The main thing 
was that young people up to the age of 16 
would come within the grip of the educational 
system. 

The report laid it down that the technical 
schools must be linked up with industry, and 
it was very clearly suggested that the employer 
must take an active interest in the schools if 
he was to be able to command highly efficient 
and properly trained workers. 

HIGHER TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

After outlining the recommendations of 
the Commission in respect to technical 
schools, Mr. Clampett went on to speak of 
higher technical education, and mentioned 
that the report recommends the extension of 
the.schemes of technical education in Dublin, 
Cork, Limerick and Rathmines to include full- 
time day courses of a secondary, technical 
or commercial character. He added: “ It is 
obvious that the increased funds must be 
made available if these educational recom- 
mendations are to be carried into effect. But 
who will grumble’ There is no expenditure 
which brings a greater return than expendi- 
ture on education, and this return comes not 
only to the individual student, but also to the 
State, and to every citizen of the State.’’ 

‘Vhe report covers the needs of the whole 
educational life.of the worker in trade, 
industry and commerce from the time that he 
or she leaves the primary or secondary school 
up to the point when—educationally—the 
finished product is placed on the market. 
It may be many years before all the recom- 
mendations can become operative over the 
whole countr;, but they certainly n a 
new vision and offer a high ideal, and it is 
to be hoped earnestly aad sincerely that a 
beginning will be made within the shortest 
possible time. 

VALUE OF THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Mr. M. F. Summerfield said that if the 
recommendations in the Commission’s report 
were made operative the face of the country 
would be changed in a few years. This 
country was severely handicapped in its 
efforts to compete with other countries, be- 
cause of the loss of thorough technical train

r, McMillan said that the people of} 


Dublin did not know the amount of indus- 
try carried on in the city. Although their 
technical: schools were second to none, how 
many people in Dublin realised this, or took 
advantage of them’? If the people under- 
stood technical training the Dublin schools 
would be unable to meet ten per cent. of the 
demand. 
THE FATAL AGE. 

Mr. G. Fletcher said that the foundation 
of technical training had been solidly and 
broadly laid. Considering the inadequate 
means from the point of view of finance and 
accommodation he marvelled at all that had 
been achieved. The principal defect to be 
remedied was the catering for the fatal age, 
between the time that pupils left school and 
the age of sixteen. 

Dr. Burke, Technical Instruction Branch, 
Ministry of Education, said that if the re- 
port of the Commission were put into opera- 
tion they need fear no other nation in their 
time.

Sharratt, whilst £3,000 had been spent, on 
his private farm. 

It was also said, added Mr. Birkett, that 
very large payments had been made to the 
directors beyond those authorised by resolu- 
tion. The company was a family concern. 
Answers now made by the defendants were 
that Ramsden controlled the books, ‘and 
knew all about these things, and had, in 
matters of commission, either waived his 
claim, or, alternatively, by his conduct, was 
stopped from raising the matter. Now, 
counsel said, that his client instructed him 
to say that any suggestion that he had ben 
guilty of misappropriation of funds was an 
cutrageous lie. 

TRAVELLING EXPENSES. 

_ Mr. Birkett, proceeding, said that it was 
further alleged that from 1917 to 1926 Mr. 
Albert Sharratt had received £4,680 for 
travelling, and never did any travelling. 
““I do not doubt,” said counsel, “that the 
accounts of this company have been manipu- 
lated for tax purposes, and I do not think 
your Lordship will be able to escape that 
conclusion.”’ 

Ramsden; in evidence, was asked by Mr.

BARONET SHIPOWNER’S 
INCOME TAX. 


SIR WALTER COCKERLINE 


PROSECUTED. 


Sir Walter Herbert Cockerline, the . Hull 
shipowner, apppeared before the Hull 
Stipendiary yesterday to answer a summons 
issued at the instance of the Inland Revenue 
Department, relating to £107,000 income tax 
from 1911 to 1925. 

The offence alleged against Sir Walter in 
the summons is that, contrary to the Perjury 
Act, 1911, he did, between April 6th, 1911, 
and April 5th, 1925, ‘‘ unlawfully, knowingly 
and wilfully make—otherwise than on oath— 
certain statements, false in material particu- 
lars,’ in certain returns required under 
“cettain general Acts of Parliament. Sir 
Walter’s address was given in the summons 
as Harford House, Filey road, Scarborough. 
He was for many years a member of the 
Hull Corporation, and was an Alderman. when 
he resigned four years ago. 

Counsel for the prosecution, in opening the 
case, said that he was going to show that 
there had been, on the part of Sir Walter 
Cockerline, a course of fraud extending back 
to 1897, every single return for tax purposes 
during those thirty years having been wrong. 
The amount, which had been lost to revenue 
during the fourteen years covered by the 
summons, had the alleged fraud not. been 
found out and the. money paid, was £107,609. 

Counsel alleged that Sir Walter had once 
before been guilty of tax frauds, but was 
not prosecuted. This was not the case of 
a man driven by pressure of want or business 
difficulties to commit these frauds, but of a 
man who, on December 3lst, 1922, was worth 
£919,053. 

Counsel said he was told that Sir Walter’s 
worth had since grown to over one million. 
Counsel gave details of the accounts alleged 
not. to have been disclosed by Sir Walter im 
his tax return. 

The hearing was afterwards adjourned until 
to-day,

THE TORN TELEGRAM. 


A remarkable story was told at an inquest 
at Blackpool last night on Peter Chadwick, 
aged sixty-five, of Thorneycroft, Robinson 
road, Mapperly, Nottingham, who was found 
hanging from hooks from behind his bedroom 
door at a boarding-house in Rutland Gate, 
North Shore, on Friday. 

The Coroner, Colonel H. Parker, returned 
a verdict of ‘‘ Suicide,’’ adding that the 
evidence was not sufficient to show the state 
of the man’s mind. 

MANAGER’S EVIDENCE. 

Samuel Townend, assistant manager of the 
boarding-house, said that on the a before 
the tragedy Chadwick complained of having 
been robbed of £125. Torn pieces of paper 
were found in his room, also torn pieces of 
a telegram, and with difficulty Townend and 
a boarder pieced the paper together. One 
message was: ‘‘ I was lured to the first left- 
hand room downstairs. I and Olive sat on 
the couch.” When they pieced the telegram 
together it read: “I have been robbed of 
£120-£125. Please get numbers.’’ 

Townend stated that Mrs.. Tritton, the 
proprietress of the boarding-house, burned 
the pieces of paper with a match, and told 
him that if he wanted to look after his job 
he would say nothing. She also told him 
that what Chadwick had said about losing 
money was all ‘‘bosh.’’ Townend added 
that eventually the £125 was handed to him 
in notes by Annie Farr, a chambermaid at 
AN boarding-house, who said that she had 
ound the money under the wash basin in 
Chadwick's room. 

Detective Sergeant Walker stated that 
when he searched the room shortly after the 
tragedy he did not find the money, although 
he looked under. the wash basin. 

PROPRIETRESS’S STATEMENT. 

Mrs. Emily Jane Tritton, who did not 
attend the inquest, was called at the request 
of the Coroner. She agreed that she burned 
the papers, but denied that she told Townend 
anything about losing his job. When Chad- 
wick complained of losing money she told 
him that he could not have lost it, as he 
had been in bed all day. | 

The Coroner, in summing up, said that 
Mrs. Tritton, in not attending the inquest 
until she was fetched, and destroying docu- 
mentary evidence, had acted in a very foolish 
manner. “TI do not know that I am going 
to say anything else at present,” he added, 
‘‘but I have in my own mind an idea of 
what has been occurring.” 


SHANNON WORKER DROWNED. 


Martin Joyce (20), a native of Castleblaney, 
County Monaghan, was drowned while bath- 
ing at Parteen, Limerick, last Saturday.

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MR. JUSTICE HORRIDGE’S 
s SUMMING-UP,

Mr. Horatio Bottomley continued his fina 
speech to the jury in the King’s Bench Divi- 
sion, London, to-day in the libel action which 
he brought before Mr. Justice Horridge 
against Messrs. Hurst and Blackett, Ltd.. 
the publishers of ‘The Real Horatio 
Bottomley,”’ the author of which was Mr. 
Henry Somes Houston, formerly in Mr. 
Bottomley’s employment, who was joined as 
defendant. i ! 

Mr. Bottomley complained that passages in 
the book ignputed blackmail against him, 
which he denied. ; 

Summing up to the jury, Mr. Justice 
‘Horridge said that the case was not a 
pleasant one to try, and had not suffered 
anything írom the fact that Mr. Bottomley, 
who had. addressed the jury most eloquently, 
had conducted it himself. There was no 
doubt that. passages in the book charged Mr. 
Bottomley with: blackmail, and it was for 
the jury to decide whether, if by threats 
money was extorted, that was blackmail. They 
might well think so. The jury had to bear 
in. mind that Mr. Bottomley had been con- 
victed by a jury of misappropriation of 
£150,000, and that three judges had found 
him guilty of using threats to interfere with 
the course of justice. The defendants, how- 
ever, had to satisfy the jury before their 
verdict could be against Mr. Bottomley that 
Mr. Bottomley was a blackmailer at the time 
when’ the statements complained of were 
published. : 

Referring to payments which were alleged 
to have been made to Mr. Bottomley to pre- 
vent him attacking certain firms, Mr. Justice 
Horridge said :—‘‘ If, as business men and 
as men of common sense and integrity, you 
honestly think that there is only one con- 
struction to put upon those transactions, do 
not hesitate to do your duty, and put that 
construction upon them.” As to damages. 
he told the jury that if this were a case of 
an ordinary person whose reputation was 
attacked, and they were satisfied that justi- 
fication had not been made out, the plaintiff 
would be entitled to very substantial 
damages. But the defendants said that 
Mr. Bottomley was a person of such bad 
reputation that he could not very well have 
suffered very much damage. 

“Hí it is made out that this libel is true,” 
he added, “ then it is your duty to say that 
Mr. Bottomley is a blackmailer.”’ 

The jury retired. After an absence of an 
hour and a quarter the jury failed to agree, 
and were discharged from further service in 
the King’s Bench Division for five years. 


MAD SEPTUAGENARIAN 
WITH A KNIFE. 
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SUICIDE AFTER CHASING SON 
ROUND FARM. 


How a seventy years old farmer chased 
his son and daughter-in-law about the farm 
wit: a butcher’s knife before turning the 
weapon upon himself with fatal results, was 
described at the inquest. yesterday on John 
Lyle, of Ballyhenry, six miles from Belfast, 
in the Antrim road direction. 

The inquest was held by Dr. Reid, J.P., 
Deputy Coroner, in the farmhouse where 
the deceased man had lived, and the principal 
witness was his son, Robert M. Lyle, one of 
whose hands was bandaged. 

The son stated that his father was a 
widower. On Saturday morning about eight 
o clock, when his father was in bed, witness 
took a letter to his bedroom. His father got 


up and partly dressed. 


Sergeant M‘Donald (for the police)—Did 
you know what was in the letter?—Yes, at 
was from Mr. Wilson, the solicitor, telling 
him he would either have to mend his con- 
duct or lift his money and leave the place. 

The Coroner—He read the letter — Yes. 
I was just after turning the eggs in the 
wmcubator when my wife and I returned to 
the kitchen. He made for us, and attempted 
to fell me with his fist. My wife pulled him 
off me, and he reached over her head for the 
butcher’s knife. We both then ran for sur 
lives. We ran down the lane, shouting all 
the time, in the direction of Mr. Kirk’s 
house. He heard us, and shouted “John.” 
That stopped my father, who was slashing 
at my neck all the time with the knife. My 
father waved something at Mr. Kirk, and 
turned towards the house. He. slashed at 
me as we were going out of the gate, aid 
cut my hand with the knife. 

The Coroner—What did he wave at Mr. 
Kirk —I do not know. I think as if he 
made to draw the knife across his throat. 

Sergeant M‘Donald—How did he cut your 
hand ”—Hée was slashing at my neck, and i 
put up my hand. We went down the lane 
and shouted at a man to go for the police. 
I went to Mr. Kirk’s then and stayed until 
twelve o'clock, 

In reply to the Coroner the witness said 
that his father’s health was sometimes good 
and sometimes he complained. Sometimes 
he would speak to him and sometimes he 
would not; but he did not speak to his wife. 

The Coroner—Was he worried finan- 
cially’—No, he had plenty of money. He 
thought people were doing things against 
him, but sometimes he was quite all right. 

Sergeant M‘Donald—Your father never had 
any title to the farm?—No; it was my 
mother’s. 

NEIGHBOUR TO THE RESCUE. 

William Kirk said he was milking when 
his wife came to the byre and said, ‘‘ Run! 
Johnny’s at them.” Witness knew what she 
meant, and he ran as fast as he could. He 
saw the previous witness’s father chasing his 
son and daughter-in-law down the lane, Old 
Lyle had almost, caught up on them when 
witness shouted. Old Lyle stopped and held 
up a bit of paper. He had a large knife in 
his other hand. He then turned in the direc- 
tion of the house. Witness followed to the 
house, but found the door locked. He asked 
him several times to open the door, but he 
made no reply. Witness went to the kitchen 
window, looked in; and saw the old man 
standing in a stooped position, his face 
towards the window, with his throat cut. 
Witness went for a neighbour, and on return- 
ing with him saw the old man lying on the 
floor. 

In reply to the Coroner, the witness said 
he knew the deceased man well, but could 
not say he had previously seen anything 
peculiar about him. 

Constable Boyle said he arrived at Lyle’s 
house about 8.20 a.m. on Saturday. The 
door being locked, and seeing the old man 
lying on the: kitchen floor-he forced the door. 
Lyle’s throat was cut, and he was dead. 
Close to his left hand he found a letter, and 
at his feet a blood-stained razor. On the 
table he found a blood-stained bread knife. 

After medical evidence the jury returned 
a verdict of suicide while temporarily in- 
sane.
